> It was in 
Croatia, in 
the early 
1990s, that Mas¬ 
ter Corporal Mark 
"Izzy" Isfeld saw an 
image that was to 
haunt him: a doll, 
abandonned on 
a pile of rubble. 


It made him think of all the children 
displaced by the war, and denied an 
opportunity to play - to just be kids. He 
sent a photo of the doll to his mother 
Carol, back in British Columbia, with 
the caption, “A doll has lost her litde 
girl, and a little girl her doll.” 

Carol began to send back small 
crocheted dolls, that he and others on 
the UN Peacekeeping mission could 
hand out to the children they met. 

Master Cpl. Isfeld was killed by a 
landmine in 1994 - but his mother 
and a growing network of volunteers 
continued to make the dolls, which 


came to be known as “Izzy Dolls" 

Now, over 1.3 million children 
worldwide - wherever Canadian forces 
are deployed, in time of war or natural 
disaster - have received the gift of an 
Izzy Doll. 

In Africa, the dolls, used as packing 
to protect medical supplies brought 
over by orgamzahons like ICROSS 
Canada, are known as "Comfort Dolls" 
- and for some children dying of AIDS, 
are their only possession. 

Most recently, over 3,000 Izzy Dolls 
were delivered to CFB Trenton,

Planning to 
Walk to School 

Childhood obesity, healthy lifestyles, 
traffic congestion, school safety - 
Bradford West Gwillimbury’s Active 
Transportation Committee has been 
looking into an initiative that could 
offer solutions to a number of issues. 

It’s the School Travel Planning 
Initiative, based on the “Active & 

Safe Routes to School Program” that 
identifies safe walking and cycling 
routes, and encourages kids to use 
“active transportation” to get to and 
from school. 

The goal is to promote physical 
activity and a healthy lifestyle, and 
to involve the community. "There 
must be stakeholder involvement,” 
Committee member Lorri Jackson told 
Council on Feb. 4 - bringing together 
school boards, Town planners and 
engineers, police, parents, students 
and school staff. 

The Committee hopes to approach 
local schools, and choose one for 
a pilot project, to introduce School 
Travel Planning. The pilot will involve 
surveys, and "walk-abouts” with 
students and parents to identify 
routes and the improvements needed 
to ensure safety - but the benefits 
are multiple, Jackson said: increased 
physical activity, reduced reliance 
on cars, improved air quality, and a 
greater sense of community. 

“There becomes an ownership of 
the community by the children and 
the parents, as they walk through the 
community," Jackson said. 

The Committee was asking for 
Council’s endorsement, before 
approaching schools with the 
program, and a variety of available 
"toolkits" and resources. Jackson 
noted it will be up to the schools 
to determine "what works for their

5 key projects unlock Employment Lands 


Now that the Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has signed Early Payment 
Agreement #3 with the Town’s residential 
developers, the clock is ticking for the 
development of the Hwy. 400 employment lands. 

Under the agreement, the Residential 
Developers will up-front the capital costs of 
growth-related infrastructure, including the 
portion usually classified as "Benefit to Existing 
Ratepayers” and the non-residential (industrial/ 
commercial/institutional) share of costs - but 12 
years from the first payout, the Town has agreed 
to pay back the non-residential share. 

It’s a big bill - and the faster the Hwy. 400 lands 
can be marketed, the better for the municipality. 

On January 30, in a Special Meeting of Council, 
the Town's Director of Engineering presented 
details of the projects needed to deliver serviced 
land at the 400. 

“What we’re presenting tonight is really the 
main infrastructure we need to move forward 
with delivering services to the Employment 
lands,” said Director Arup Mukherjee, identifying 
five key Capital Projects, valued at over $100 
million: 

. The South East Arterial Road (SEAR) that will 
connect Bridge St. at Dissette, with Simcoe Rd. 

. Walker Ave. and 6th Line watermain, sanitary 
sewer forcemain, and Green Valley Pumping 
Station. 

. Simcoe Rd. urbanization, including a sewer 
forcemain, watermain, paving and sidewalks. 

. The South West Arterial Road (SWAR), 
including widening of both 10 Sideroad and 
Line 5 to 4 lanes, and a roundabout at 10 SR and 
the 6th Line. The SWAR actually consists of 7 
Development Charge-supported projects, which 


will be combined into one. 

. The Highway 400-5th Line interchange, 
including realignment of Coffey Road and 5 
Sideroad, and installation of sanitary forcemain, 
watermain, sidewalks and multi-use trails. 

The design process is already underway for 
two of the projects - Walker Ave.-6th Line, and 
the Hwy. 400 interchange. The others - the 
SEAR, SWAR and Simcoe Road - will be seeking 
Requests for Proposals for detailed design in 
2014, and go to tender in 2015. 

Mukherjee also gave Councillors an idea of 
just how much property will be needed, “to get 
those projects ready to go” - a total of 62 parcels, 
totalling 34 hectares. 

Based on the completed Environmental 
Assessments, the SEAR could require up to 14 
pieces of property, totalling 4 ha.; the SWAR will 
need 31 pieces of property totalling 11 ha., and 
the 5th Line interchange will need 17 properties 
totalling 19 ha. "We have some good news on this 
one,” Mukherjee told Council - all of the land on 
the north side of the 5th Line at the interchange 
is owned by developer Bond Head Properties 
Inc., which is eager to move forward. 

And, unlike the Dissette St.-8th Line widening, 
the majority of the 62 properties are not 
commercial or residential, but agricultural. 

Even so, the land acquisition process can 
be difficult, and lengthy. To avoid holding 
up crucial projects, the Town is looking at 
proceeding with the underground servicing 
first, on its own Right-of-Ways, while land 
negotiations are ongoing, Mukherjee said. “We’ll 
get the servicing in... (and) focus on getting the 
pipes from our employment lands to the water

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Collision on Innisfil Beach Rd

At about 4:50 a.m., a red Ford Ranger pick-up truck 
was eastbound on Innisfil Beach Rd., just east of 10 
Sideroad, when it struck the shoulder, and apparendy 
overcompensated. The driver, a 49 year old Innisfil man, 
then lost control and crossed the centre line, into the path 
of a westbound white Cargo Van. 

The driver of the Ranger was transported to Royal Victoria 
Hospital with life-threatening injuries, and subsequently 
transferred to a trauma centre in Toronto. The driver 
of the van, a 39 year old Innisfil man, suffered non-life- 
threatening injuries. 

Innisfil Beach Rd. was closed to traffic, as 
reconstructionists with the South Simcoe Police 
investigated. 

Staff Sgt. Steve Wilson acknowledged that this year's 
winter storms have led to a higher than usual number of 
collisions on South Simcoe roads. 

“A lot of these are single vehicle, into a ditch or pole,” the 
he said. “A lot of these are rear-end collisions,” when the 
following driver hasn’t compensated for road conditions 
and ice, and slides into the rear of the vehicle ahead. 

During the month of January 2014, South Simcoe Police 
investigated 139 property damage collisions, 11 collisions 
involving personal injuries, and one fatality - involving a 
pedestrian walking in the roadway, who was struck by a 
vehicle. Last year, in January 2013, police investigated 103 
property damage collisions, 6 personal injury collisions, 
and no fatalities. 

When snowmobiles collide 

At about 5:25 p.m. on Feb. 1, South Simcoe Police, Innisfil 
Fire & Rescue, and Simcoe County Paramedics were called 
to the 9th Line of Innisfil, at Lake Simcoe, for a report of a 
snowmobile collision on the lake. 

The victim had been operating his Ski-doo westbound 
on the lake when he struck a snowdrift and was ejected 
onto the ice. His two companions, also on snowmachines, 
witnessed the incident and called for help. 

The driver, a 43 year old Caledon male, suffered a serious 
leg injury and other minor injuries. He was transported to 
shore, and from there to a local hospital by Ambulance, for 
treatment. The man was wearing a helmet at the time of the 
crash; alcohol was not a factor. 

On Feb. 2, around 5:30 p.m., Police were called to Dixon 
Road in Innisfil, for a report of a snowmobile that struck a 
pick-up truck parked in a driveway. Investigation revealed 
that the snowmachine driver was doing repairs on the 
throttle of the snowmobile, a black Arctic Cat, when the 
throtde jammed open with the driver on board, and roared 
down a laneway at a high rate of speed. The machine hit 
a snowbank, ejecting the driver, then struck the parked 
Dodge pick-up truck and became lodged under the 
vehicle’s front bumper, the engine still running. 

The owner of the pick-up truck was eventually able to turn 
off the snowmobile engine, and assist the driver, a 28 year 
old Barrie man, who had suffered an arm injury. The driver 
was treated at a local hospital; investigation is ongoing. 
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Police plea for patience 

South Simcoe - Snow Plows are a 
common sight on Ontario’s roads 
this winter, with their blue flashing 
light on top, and red and yellow 
lights at the rear. 

The plows play an important 
role in keeping roads safe. Snow 
removal is essential for the timely 
and safe movement of traffic - yet 
being caught behind a slow- 
moving plow can be a frustrating 

When you find yourself behind 
a plow, it may be tempting to 
pull out and pass. Remember 
that visibility is often obscured, 
and that the road in front of a 
snowplow is never in good shape. 
Often, a plow will swerve to avoid 
obstacles that might not be visible 
to the vehicle behind. 

Passing creates a danger to 
the motorist, the plow driver, 
and other vehicles on the road. 
Stay back 50 metres, maintain a 
constant speed, and let the plows 
do their work. 

Plan ahead, and leave yourself 
extra time to travel on snowy days.

Liberal proposal for a new 
Senate model 

To the editor: Canadians want their leaders 
to come forward with practical solutions to our 
problems, and they have been clear that the 
Senate has become one of those problems. It is 
broken, and needs to be fixed. 

Through extreme patronage and partisanship, 
the Senate has become an institution that 
poorly serves the interests of Canadians. 
Canadians are especially disenchanted with 
the antiquated convention that sees Senators 
appointed by one person: the Prime Minister. 

The Senate is a public institution. It should 
not continue to be run like the Prime Minister's 
private club. 

The Liberal Party has taken immediate action 
to address these challenges. From now on, 
our national caucus will only include elected 
Members of Parliament, not Senators. All of 
our Senators are now completely independent 
of the Liberal Party of Canada Caucus. 

Furthermore, if I earn the privilege of serving 
Canadians as their Prime Minister, I will put in 
place an open, transparent and public process 
for appointing and confirming Senators.

And hospital, he said, “is just 
not a place to die. It’s a place to get better, get 
treated, and hopefully get cured" - but offers 
no dignity for those facing the end of life. “We 
need a better option.”

2014 Property Tax Bills 

The 2014 Interim property tax bills are being mailed out 
during the last week of January 2014. Tax bills were 
issued for each of the following tax classes; residential, 
multi-residential, commercial, industrial, pipeline, farm 
and managed forests. The due dates are the same for all 
tax classes; first instalment due February 26, 2014 and 
second instalment due April 28,2014. Please note these 
bills represent no more than 50% of the previous year’s 
annualized taxes levied. 

Please note that the tax bills were printed prior to the 
February 1, 2014 penalty and interest being charged 
and only reflect payments received up to January 28, 
2014. Any arrears/past due amounts included on the 
first instalment stub of this tax billing will be subject to 
additional interest if not paid by January 31,2014. 

Owners of newly constructed homes may receive a tax 
bill for the value of the vacant lot only, until the home is 
assessed. Once the house is assessed, you will receive a 
supplementary/omitted tax bill for the taxes on the value 
of your home. This process may take up to 3 years and the 
taxes due will be retroactive to your date of occupancy. For 
an estimate of your annual taxes, multiply the purchase 
price of your home by the current tax rate (2013 tax rate 
was 0.01163646) or contact the Finance Department at

Gayle Wood, CEO of the Lake Simcoe 
Region Conservation Authority, 
came to Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council, February 4, to present the 
Authority’s 2014 budget - and to ask 
for additional funding.

i additional $50,000 in 
"priority funding.” 

Approximately $34,000 
would be used to target 
growth-related issues. Wood 
noted thatBWG'spopulation 
grew 11.7% between 2001 
and 2011, but “the general 
levy has not kept pace with 
the growth in the Town.” 

The other $16,000would be 
used to provide upgrades,to 
transform the Education 
Centre at Scanlon Creek 
into a satellite office for the 
LSRCA. 

Councillor Del Crake 
supported the request. “The 
Conservation Authority has 
not asked for any growth- 
related funding since 2010” 
even though the Town 
has added over 1,000 new 
homes, Crake said. “This 
Conservation Authority has 
worked, and is working, I 
use the word ‘desperately! 
to make sure the lake is 


being maintained.” 

"This is actually cheap 
insurance for us," said 
Councillor Gary Lamb. 

"Fifty thousand dollars isn't 
a big deal when you spread 
it over our tax base,” when 
it goes to flood protection 
and preservation of Lake 
Simcoe. 

In response to queries from 
Council, Wood explained, 
“We don’t actually have a 
lot of power, per se” to force 
developers to embrace “low 
impact” measures. “We 
work by persuasion,” she 
said, by pointing out that 
conservation can also save 
money. 

Council unanimously 
approved the request for 
additional funding. Mayor 
Doug White noted, "We 
can accommodate this 
ask without impacting the 
budget we have already 
approved.”

treatment plant.” 

The Director was asked about other planned 
infrastructure projects in Town. Mukherjee said 
that projects like the Melbome Drive widening 
will be going ahead - but were not included in 
the presentation, because they have no impact 
on servicing of the Hwy. 400 lands. 

There were questions over the public process, 
and input into the designs. “Are we a little 
premature in having the designs (for the new 
interchange)?" Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer asked. 
“Do we have a signed contract with the County 
of Simcoe and Ministry of Transportation for the 
5th Line Interchange?... Who acquires the land - 
MTO or the Town?” 

Mukherjee noted, "It’s very difficult to have a 
conversation with the public” before details are 
available, including proposed elevations, cross- 
sections and the need for land - all of which are 
part of the design. Public input usually comes 
when design is 30% complete, he said. 

It is the Town that will manage the interchange 
project, and the Town that will acquire the land 
needed, although the MTO will be the ultimate 
owner of the interchange, and will provide 
added engineering expertise. As for costs, the 
MTO has committed $17 million, in Federal and 
Provincial money. While federal dollars can’t 
be used for land purchases, there is no bar to 
provincial dollars being used to pay for property 
acquisition, Mukherjee said. 

Town Manager Jay Currier confirmed that 
about $52 million in funding has been approved 
- roughly $17 million from MTO, $17 million 
from the County, $17 million from the Town, 
to be paid by the developers. MTO has said $52 
million is adequate for the interchange. 

Councillor Gary Lamb questioned the planned 
realignment of 5 Sideroad, asking why the design 
cuts through agricultural land, and doesn’t use 
existing roads and rights-of-way to reduce both 
impact and cost. 

Councillor Ron Simpson suggested that the 
engineering firms were asked to look at other 
options but didn’t, during the Environmental 
Assessment - and called for an amendment. 

Mukherjee agreed that an amendment that 
has “less of an environmental impact” might be 
approved, but bottom line, he said, “It would 
require us to go back to the Ministry to seek 
approval, and it would not be a quick process." 
The RFP for the design was based on the 
Environmental Assessment; to make changes 
would also mean that the design would have to 
be put on hold, and costs renegotiated. 

“We’re too far along,” Simpson agreed. “I guess 
Council failed 5 years ago. They should have 
refused that design.” 

Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer, long-time opponent 
of the interchange, was in favour of stopping 
the process. "There are a lot of us that are 
very uncomfortable with the way the EA went 


through,” he said, noting that work in the flood 
plain was approved that would have been 
rejected if it had come from a private developer. 
"It just boggles my mind how these EAs go.” 

“We would have to stop our design consultant 
at this time,” Mukherjee warned. “We have been 
going full tilt (assuming) that the delivery of this 
project is a very, very important piece of this 
puzzle." 

“I’m not suggesting we change the bridge 
design - just a road that we own (5SR),” protested 
Councillor Lamb. “It's not doing anything with 
on-ramps, off-ramps. It’s our road.” 

“The reason that road is being realigned is 
because of the interchange,” Mukherjee said. 

Also debated; the option of "Developer 
Assisted Projects,” partnering with Bond Head 
Properties Inc., to help lighten the workload 
on Mukherjee’s relatively smaU department. 

In addition to the 5 capital projects oudined, a 
pumping station on private land at the 400, and 
forcemain and gravity sewers connecting to the 
Town’s mains on the 5th Line are needed. 

“That pumping station is a critical piece of 
infrastructure," Mukherjee said - proposing the 
Town should accept the offer of assistance from 
BHPI for that and other projects west of Hwy. 

400, to speed delivery of services by 1 to 2 years. 

"We believe this strategy can help us,” he said, 
noting the Town would retain oversight, “finding 
that balance between getting some assistance 
from them whUe maintaining... quality control.” 

Several Councdlors were reluctant to accept 
help from the developer, even when assured “it 
wouldn’t cost a dime.” 

“The engineering firms we hire should do 
that,” said Councillor Simpson. “There are 
other firms out there that we can hire to look 
after these projects." CouncUlor James Leduc 
agreed. “I can’t believe we’re going to go to the 
development community for help,” Leduc said, 
asking if there were any "strings" attached. 

“They indicated to me that there wUl be no 
cost," Mukherjee said, which was confirmed by a 
BHPI representative. 

“The sooner the land is serviced, the better for 
them. The sooner the land is serviced, the better 
for us," agreed Mayor Doug White, noting, “it is 
in our best interest" to get the employment lands 
serviced “at the earliest possible time. It’s not at 
all a surprise to me that they are interested in 
doing this.” 

Council finally referred the issue to staff, and 
asked for a further report on the implications of 
“developer assistance,” and the alternatives, to 
complete the infrastructure “in a timely manner.” 

Request withdrawn 

In Council on Feb. 4, Councillor Carl Hordyk 
withdrew his request to continue to sit on the 
BWG Heritage Committee, “given the mixed 
reaction.” Instead, he reiterated his support for 
the appointment of Surjit Singh “100%.”
